Sri, —Juet allow me % fow lines to on- 
dorso whut your corresjondant ‘one who 
knows’ haa written (see your Saturday's 
igsive) in justification of the! much-maligned 
dipper dredger, I do not hesitate to my 
that the muchino is a porfectly suitable and 
efficient tool. for the work itis required to 
perform here, although I. cannot quite 
agroe with him that it is superseding the 
older type of dradging plant in'tho United 
‘Kingdom, To a great extent it’ is, but 
where accurate ‘level dredging’ is re- 
quired, cither by trenching or side-cutting, 
the bucket dredger ia undoubtedly. the 
proper machine. Howorer, that is, not the 
sort of work required hore at all, _What is 
wanted is to remove the greatest quantity 
of ‘stink’ at the Icast possible cost ; and ' 
it must bo borne in mind that an efficiont 
bucket drodyer lifting ‘day by day ’ about 
the samo quaitity aa the ‘dipper,’ would 
have cust twice as many pounds aterling ag 
tho dipper has’ cost dollars, and that would 
by no meins have ended the tronble to our 
present impecunious trowury, a8 the differ- 
ance in working exponses and up-keop is 

uite aa marked, It takes from twelve’ to 
fourteen mon (three of whom at least in this. 
case would require to he Enropeans)," to 
work a buckotdradger ; whereas four Obina- 
mon with an European superintendent will 
work a dipper, tho provcas being simplicity 
itself ; and while the, ‘tear and wear’ an.
